$500,000 Challenge Grant Met 
Decker Health Science Center Moves Major Step Forward

Seventeen months after it was an- 
nounced, the Decker Challenge Grant 
of $500,000 has been met, according to 
BCC president Dr. Donald A. Dellow. A 
total of twelve commitments from five 
private foundations, five individuals 
and two businesses collectively met the 
challenge. 

"Tt is indeed exciting to think that the 
Decker Health Science Center is becom- 
ing a reality,” said Dr. Dellow on learn- 
ing of the challenge’s completion. “With 
this new space we will be able to better 
respond to the instructional needs of our 
students.” 

"The generous financial support of 
many community sources has been 
wonderful; to them goes my deepest 
thanks. We hope the final approvals of 
the County Legislature and the State 
will be enhanced because of the private 
support we have had on this project,” 
Dr. Dellow said. 


Committing to the challenge are the 
Ahearn Foundation, Binghamton Giant 
Markets, Mr. and Mrs. James A. Car- 
rigg, Mr. and Mrs. John C. Clark (Mr. 
Clark recently deceased), the Stewart 
W. and Willma C. Hoyt Foundation, Mr. 
and Mrs. Frank A. Johnson, the Conrad 
and Virginia Klee Foundation, the A. 
Lindsay and Olive B. O'Connor Foun- 
dation, Sarkisian Brothers, Mr. George 
L. Savory, and the Mildred Faulkner 
Truman Foundation. In addition to 
these, one gift was made anonymously. 

The challenge grant was part of a 
major commitment of $1 million an- 
nounced in December, 1989 by the Dr. 
G. Clifford and Florence B. Decker 
Foundation of Binghamton. The total 
grant was divided equally between an 
outright commitment and a challenge 
grant to be met by other private 
sources. The total of $1.5 million now re- 
alized will be used for the formal project

BCC Students Win State Competition for Wheelchair Design 


A team of eight Broome Community 
College Engineering Science students 
won first place in a design competition 
sponsored by the NYS Two-Year Engi- 
neering Science Association. 

The Association required that this 
year's entries be applicable to either a 
recycling or handicapped theme. Since 
BCC has had the theme of "Celebrating 
Diversity” for many of its 1990-91 special 
events, the students decided to work on 
what became “The Ratchet Wheelchair” 
project. 

With 18 state colleges eligible to com- 
pete, and three finalists, BCC’s team 
won top honors with a design for a 
wheelchair modification. The design in- 
corporates a ratchet and handle drive 
system (like a socket wrench) that in- 
creases a user's leverage and maneu- 
verability over rough terrain. The mod- 
ified chair would be ideal for people 
unable to afford an electrical chair and/ 
or unable to maneuver a standard chair 
over less than ideal surfaces. 
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Although the students did not have to 
build a prototype as part of the competi- 
tion, complete plans, designs and nar- 
rative explanations were required. 


tionally, Dr. Higginbottom founded, and 
was the first coach for, the college ice 
hockey team. 

"The thing that pleased me the most 
was that the nomination came from 
faculty and from my secretary, Irene 
Benko. That made receiving the award 
special,” Dr. Higginbottom said. 

Dr. Maniago received the Chancel- 
lor's Award for Excellence in Teaching. 
Her citation hails her as a faculty mem- 
ber “who has demonstrated superb 
teaching.” 

Dr. Maniago also joined the history 
faculty at BCC in 1971. As teacher, she 
introduced several new course offerings 
and gave seminars on countless topics. 
She was also instrumental in establish- 
ing the college’s Honors Program and 
area internships for honors students. 

In addition to being a Board of Direc- 
tors member for the Red Cross, the 
YMCA and the Tabernacle United 
Methodist Church, Dr. Maniago regu- 
larly addresses area’ service and chari- 
table groups on a variety of topics. 

Dr. Maniago shares her colleague's 
sentiments. “The nice thing was that the 
people who have worked with me for 
twenty years thought that I was worthy 
to receive the award and that meant 
alot to me,” she added. 

Both Dr. Higginbottom and Dr. Mani- 
ago will be presented with inscribed 
certificates and medallions from SUNY. 
They will also be honored later in the 
year by the BCC Foundation at a spe- 
cial President's Round Table luncheon.

plan (now being completed) and initial 
construction costs. Also, it is believed by 
College officials that this strong show of 
community and regional support will 
encourage Broome County and New 
York State officials to meet the remain- 
ing costs of the project. The State and 
County are the traditional sources of 
capital project funds at BCC. 

Private funds for the Decker Health 
Science Center were raised by and will 
be administered through the BCC Foun- 
dation. “Using private gifts to help with 
this important project is exactly why 
there is a BCC Foundation,” said Law- 
rence C. Anderson, president of the 
Foundation, “I, too, extend my gratitude 
to the general contributors who are 
helping us to make this project come 
true.” 

The Decker Health Science Center 
will house the seven health science pro- 
grams offered at BCC. They are Dental 
Hygiene, Medical Assisting, Medical 
Laboratory Technology, Medical Record 
Technology, Nursing (RN), Physical 


Therapy Assistant, and Radiologic 
Technology. 

Though the fastest growing division at 
BCC, Health Sciences is the only one 
without the benefit of a central location. 
Currently, the programs are in four dif- 
ferent buildings with the dean and divi- 
sional offices in yet another. The new 
Decker Health Science Center will bring 
these together in one area providing 
numerous educational and economic 
advantages, according to Joe Gay, 
Dean of Health Sciences. 

The Decker Health Science Center is 
being named for the late Dr. and Mrs. 
Decker in recognition of the generous 
gift from the Decker Foundation that is 
making the project possible. Dr. Decker 
was born in Binghamton and practiced 
dentistry there with his father and 
brother for many years. Following the 
death of Dr. Decker in 1988 (Mrs. Decker 
predeceased him in 1983), the Decker 
Foundation became fully funded from 
his estate. The revenues from this foun- 
dation support projects in the greater 
Broome County area, the community 
lived in and loved by the Deckers. 


Jim Carrigg Delivers Van Gorden Lecture 
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On April 19, James A. Carrigg, presi- 
dent, CEO and chairman of New York 
State Electric & Gas was guest lecturer 
in the second John H. Van Gorden Lec- 
ture/Symposia Series. Speaking on the 
topic “Business Ethics”, Carrigg ad- 
dressed about 150 students, faculty and 
staff in the Harry Prew Lecture Hall of 
the Applied Technology Building, with 
other students viewing via television in 
the Business Building. 

Carrigg, an electrical engineering 
technology graduate of BCC, empha- 
sized that ethical business practices pay 
off in the long run. Disagreeing with the 
adage “nice guys finish last”, he says 
“nice guys last to the finish”. And that, 
apparently is what he practices and 
preaches at NYSEG.

The BCC Alumni Association awarded 
five $300 scholarships to students trans- 
ferring to four-year schools in the fall.

Business during the 1980's, Carrigg 
said, was punctuated with “cowboy 
capitalism” of insider trading, junk 
bonds, sellouts, buyouts, and other 
practices by developers, bankers and 
politicians resulting in the savings & 
loan debacle, costing the public billions 
of dollars. Even university officials, Car- 
rigg said, are not immune to this unethi- 
cal behavior, with research funds being 
used for personal purposes at some ma- 
jor institutions around the country. 

Now, said Carrigg, the results of this 
unethical behavior are seen. “The re- 
cession is our punishment,” he said. 
Business graduate schools are teaching 
ethics, and businesses are hiring ethics 
consultants, Carrigg said, and he be- 
lieves this will improve businesses by 
training future leaders that, in the long 
run, ethical practices pay. At NYSEG, 
Carrigg says that he carries the banner 
for these practices, which all business 
leaders must. 

The Van Gorden lecture series is 
made possible by a major endowed gift 
from Mr. Van Gorden, a retired IBM ex- 
ecutive. Mr. Van Gorden and his wife 
Emma reside in Florida but lived for 
many years in Binghamton. Mr. Van 
Gorden's belief in the importance of 
sound ethical practices in business 
prompted his endowed gift, the primary 
purpose of which is to present for stu- 
dents speakers who espouse this philos- 
ophy. Mr. Carrigg's speech showed his 
belief in this tenet, both in principle and 
in practice.
